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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 22 and 29-30, none of the prior arts of record, in combination 
or individual, show or make it obvious a reception apparatus having associated 
circuitries of a first amplification, a frequency conversion, a second amplification, a 
voltage calibration , a filter, wherein a time constant control that sets the second time 
constant before the calibration processing for each stage of the calibration processing 
and changes the time constant of the filter section included in the stage in which the 
calibration processing is completed in order from the second time constant to the first 
time constant, and wherein an operation control that stops the operation of the first 
amplification during the calibration processing in the earlier stage and causes the first 
amplification to operate after the calibration processing in the earlier stage is completed, 
before the calibration processing in the later stage.
